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BLACK  HISTORY 

The  world  experience  of  the  last  500  years  has  meant  that  the  vast  majority  of  earth's  humiliated  people 
have  been  non-white,  and  their  humiliation  has  come  at  the  hands  of  the  white,  western  world.  Moreover,  it 
appears  that  this  nation  now  stands  as  the  self-proclaimed  leader  of  that  unhumiliated  world,  and  finds 
itself  at  once  the  most  powerful  and  one  of  the  least  comprehending  national  states. 

It  is  obvious  that  one  of  America's  most  critical  blind  areas  is  the  realm  of  understanding  the  oppressed,  the 
wretched  of  the  earth.  Our  vaunted  experience  of  virtually  unbroken  success,  our  alabaster  cities  undimmed 
by  human  tears  (except  for  the  unseen  tears  of  the  poor  and  the  black  ?)  and  our  movement  into  the 
strange  joys  of  advanced  corporate  capitalism— all  these  have  cut  this  people  off  from  the  rest  of  the  world 
in  significant  ways. 
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If  there  is  any  real  concern  among  the  American  people  to  understand  why  men  are  determined  to  fight 
bombers  with  rifles  and  curses,  why  revolutions  seem  to  grow  up  wherever  America's  footprints  mark  the 
earth,  then  the  Afro-American  story  is  essential  reading.  For  here,  in  the  heart  of  America,  is  the  nation's 
major  link  to  the  alienated,  humiliated  and  rebellious  non-white  world.  Its  story  is  at  once  tied  to  the 
non-West  and  a  part  of  the  American  past.  (Indeed,  Richard  Wright  says  the  history  of  black  folk  is  "the 
history  of  America  written  in  .  .  .  bloody  terms  .  .  .  ").  A  failure  to  explore  this  vital  link  on  its  own 
terms  through  its  own  history,  might  well  prove  disastrous  not  only  within  the  nation  but  at  every  troubled 
spot  where  this  nation  reaches  out  its  ambiguous  hands  beyond  the  West. 1 


"Both  captive  and  captor  have  the  same  inheritance.  And  the  exile  of  the  American  Negro  is  as  much  an 
inheritance  of  white  men  in  America.  But  white  parents  have  not  been  wise  enough  to  tell  their  children  so. 
Why  should  it  be  surprising,  then,  that  white  men— confronted  with  the  present  crisis— respond  ineptly, 
fearfully,  stupidly,  hysterically."2

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This  list  of  resources  for  teaching  brings  together  many  of  the  scattered  resources  which  are  now  available. 
None  can  be  ordered  from  the  Auburn  Library  or  from  the  National  Council  of  Churches.  The  list  includes 
addresses  so  that  interested  pastors  and  teachers  may  order  what  they  wish.  Since  new  teaching 
aids— pictures,  filmstrips,  tapes,  books— are  being  produced  in  greater  quantity  and  better  quality  now  for 
use  in  the  public  schools,  it  is  important  to  watch  for  newly  published  material.  Oneway  to  keep  up  with 
new  books  is  to  look  at  the  Journal  of  Negro  History,  found  in  many  public  libraries,  for  reviews  of  recent 
publications.  A  yearly  subscription  to  The  Negro  History  Bulletin  is  helpful.  (Association  for  Negro  Life 
and  History,  1538  Ninth  St.,  N.W.,  Washington  1,  D.C.) 

SUGGESTIONS 

Study  resources  in  Black  History  can  be  used  by  churches  in  many  ways:  special  art  exhibits  and  musical 
programs,  tutoring  and  other  after-school  programs,  youth  fellowships,  adult  study  groups,  church  libraries, 
vacation  church  schools,  trips,  and  as  supplementary  study  for  groups  discussing  race  relations  and  current 
civil  rights  programs. 

Films,  filmstrips,  records,  or  picture  collections  might  be  purchased  by  Council  of  Churches,  or  purchased 
or  rented  cooperatively  by  several  individual  churches.  Black  speakers  are  often  available  and  artists  and 
musicians  are  available  for  excellent  interpretations. 

The  catalogs  of  publications  of  the  Anti-Defammation  League,  American  Jewish  Congress,  and  National 
Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews,  and  their  audio-visual  library  catalogs  are  useful  sources  for  materials. 
All  churches  should  own  a  copy  of  the  Audio-Visual  Resource  Guide  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches. 
(Addresses  below.) 


Some  of  the  excellent  recent  interculturally-oriented  children's  books  are  helpful  supplements  to  reading  in 
history.

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CREATING  A  NEW  IMAGE  OF  AFRO-AMERICA  THROUGH  HISTORY 

After  a  long  period  of  neglect  by  the  public  schools  and  American  society  the  place  of  the  Afro-Americans 
in  American  History  has  become  a  subject  for  serious  study  in  the  educational  programs  of  many  churches. 
Negro  History  Week,  celebrated  annually  in  February  may  provide  an  impetus  for  more  sustained  study 
which  can  help  Negro  Americans  toward  an  increased  feeling  of  self-worth  and  an  identity  as  a  part  of 
America's  struggle  toward  freedom,  equal  rights  and  opportunities  for  all  citizens.  For  all  Americans  it  can 
fill  a  void  in  understanding  the  significant  contributions  of  Blacks  and  can  help  to  destroy  the  popular 
myths  and  distortions  which  impede  the  progress  and  full  acceptance  of  the  Blacks  in  American  society.  At 
the  same  time,  it  can  provide  for  both  children  and  adults  a  necessary  background  for  comprehending  what 
is  happening  today  in  America. 

Far  from  being  merely  a  supplement  to  public  school  teaching,  moreover,  the  churches  are  recognizing  that 
such  study,  by  an  honest  facing  of  the  facts  of  history  and  of  the  failures  of  the  church  to  live  by  its  own 
faith,  is  an  essential  step  toward  making  Christian  love  a  reality. 

Teachers  of  Black  History  will  work  out  their  own  approaches,  combining  the  available  historical  materials 
with  insights  from  the  Christian  faith.  Help  may  be  found  in  the  guides  prepared  for  public  school  teachers 
(listed  in  Section  I),  as  well  as  those  designed  for  use  in  churches.  It  is  important  that  teachers  read  some  of 
the  basic  material  and,  if  possible,  engage  in  group  discussions  at  their  own  level  in  an  effort  to  understand 
the  relationship  between  the  American  Negroes'  own  historical  and  cultural  heritage  and  the  continuing 
struggle  for  freedom  and  justice  today. 

An  intercultural  emphasis  which  shows  the  many  kinds  of  people  who  have  worked  together  to  make 
America  is  helpful.  Good  resources  in  intergroup  relations  may  be  combined  with  this  historical  study.  The 
daily  newspapers  as  well  as  recent  books  on  the  Black  struggle  should  not  be  neglected.
